This appointment was made In 1889

velt was a trifleover thirty. Twoyears 
later, InIS9I (the fourth stage of Mr. 
Roosevelt's 
remarkable 
life), he ap- 


pears as a hunter of big game. 


It was very characteristic 
that he 


should, with his belief in himself, con- 
sider the office of mayor one which he 
was equipped to fill,but unquestiona- 
bly If Mr.Roosevelt were consulted to- 
day he would agree with his friends 
that his defeat in this race was bene- 
ficial to him. 
Defeated as candidate 


for mayor, Mr. Roosevelt next appears 
as a national civilservice commission- 
er, and here again his party found him. 
studious, 
untiring, capable 
and 
effi- 


cient. 


The second 
stage of Mr. Roosevelt's 


public career was that in which he an- 
nounced himself as candidate for may- 
or of New York. 


Even his opponents 
admit that he 


was a zealous servantof his own par- 
ty—an 
unwavering 
Republican. 
He 


was then, as now, athletic and remark- 
able for his boundless .energy, his In- 
terest inpeople and things and his un- 
failing enthusiasm. , 


Of aristocratic birth, a member of a 


family distinguished 
for valor, patri- 


otism and culture 
for many genera- 


tions, young Roosevelt first sued for 
public favor when he appeared as can- 
didate for assemblyman 
in his native 


city, New York. He was then just out 
of college, 1879, and was twenty-one 
years of age. 


In'nine different roles he has given 


evidence 
of the attributes 
that make 


him today perhaps the most talked of 
man of.forty-three in the world. 


Theodore 
Koosevelt, the new presi- 


dent of tho United States, Is one of 
the most remarkable men inthis coun- 
try. His career, which from the outset 
has been a most "strenuous" 
one, may 


be divided into nine phases or stages, 
leading up to the tenth as president, 
upon the duties of which he is just en- 
tering.

come to this country under false pre- 
tenses, and hence he should be deport- 
ed immediately. 
The request 
was so 
strange that the secretary 
of state or- 


dered an Investigation. 
The agent re- 
ported a few days later that the Chi- 
naman's 
statement 
about 
the way in 


which he entered 
this country was cor- 


rect and that he should be deported. 
There 
was just one drawback to this 


programme, 
however. 
The Chinaman 


had been convicted of murder and sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment.

and main for the navy personnel bill 
and visited tho various naval reserves 
throughout the country. 
He left noth- 


ing uudone, in fact, that would secure 
the highest 
efficiency in the 
service 


when the time for action came. 
ItIs 
nn open secret that he it was who first 
realized 
the 
tremendous 
opportunity 


that the war would open in the east 
and who had Pewey, in whom he rec- 
ognized 
the right man for the place, 


appointed 
to command . the 
eastern 


squadron. 
And naval officers 
agree 


that the 
remarkable 
skill In marks- 


manship 
displayed 
by the American 


gunners 
was due to his foresight. 
He 


saw the necessity 
of practice, 
and he 


thought Ittho best kind of economy to 
burn up ammunition in acquiring skill. 


The sixth phase 
of Mr. Roosevelt's 


career was brief,but most satisfactory, 
and was embraced In the short time of 
his service as assistant 
secretary 
of the 


navy. Colonel Roosevelt 
was nominat- 


ed by President McKlnley ou April 6, 
1897. 
On April17 he tendered his resig- 


nation as police commissioner 
to Mayor 


Strong of New York city.

terests, labor unions may without risk 
of inourrlng the displeasure of the law 
initiatea strikeand continue itas long 
as they may deem fit. Itisnot strange 
that, afterlabor unions have won the 
long-fought battle for their own per- 
sonal liberty, they should turn around 
and strive to wrest personal 
liberty 


from non-union 
workers'? 
It would 


seem that labor unions sought to be a 
law to themselves 
apart 
from and. 


above the law of the land."

writesupon "Personal Liberty and La- 
bor Strikes." Inviewof the fact that 
some fiftythousand men were concern- 
ed inthe strike of the Amalgamated 
Steeland IronWorkers, were forweeks

carrying on a strike based upon princi- 
ples and managed ina manner hither- 
to unknown inthis country, the opinion 
of such a distinguished 
citizen of the 


United States as Archbishop Ireland is 
of great value. 
The author's conclu- 


sions ina word are that personal lib- 
erty is a basic principle of the United 
States Government and the American 
Constitution; that inso far as an asso- 
ciation oflaborunionists carrying on a 
strike objects 
to certain regulations 


enforced by itsemployers, its members 
have an inalienable right to decline to 
work; that they further have the right 
to use all methods of persuasion 
con- 


sistent 
with personal 
liberty to per- 


suade others not to work for these em- 
ployers ;but that the moment theycur- 
tail the personal liberty of any other 
citizen of the United States, 
whether 


he be president of the greatest 
cor- 


poration inthe country orthe common- 
est laborer, they are breaking the laws 
of the country and must be suppressed.

This is not the first time that an 


attempt has been made to work the 
great emergency business in bridge 
building. 
Many years ago, a propo- 


sition, was submitted 
to build an- 


emergency 
bridge in lone 
valley. 


The supervisors were urged to enter 
into a contract 
without calling for 


bids. 
A contractor 
was present, 


and submitted figures and was ready 
to take the contract at his own price, 
which he contended 
was reasonable, 


and could not be bettered 
if bids 


were called for. 
The board, 
in the 


face of opposition, refused 
to have 


the 
work done in that way, and 


called 
for proposals 
in the usual 


way. 
The 
result 
was there 
was 


something like a thousand 
dollars 


difference 
in the contract 
price 


under 
open competition, 
and 
the 


proposed cost under the emergency 
dodge. 
By a narrow 
margin the 


supervisors escaped the trap then. 
We believe our present 
supervisors 


are equal to this emergency, 
and 


will not allow themselves 
to be 


caught in the trap now, with the 
experience of the past before 
them. 


Itwillbe noticed fromthe minutes 


of the board of supervisors, 
publish- 


ed inanother 
column, that the re- 


construction 
of a certain bridge near 


Carbondale has been declared to be 
a case of "great emergency." 
All 


the members of the board agreed 


\u25a0to 


meet at the bridge on Tuesday last 
for the purpose 
of inspecting the 


same, and a special meeting 
of the 


supervisors has been called forMon- 
day next to take some action to- 
ward its repair or reconstruction. 
Probably 
few of 
our readers 
are 


aware of the legal import of this 
declaration 
of "great emergency" 


when used inregard to a delapidat- 
ed bridge. 
We therefore 
give the 


section of the law bearing on this 
point. After requiring that under 
ordinary conditions the construction 
of bridges must be letby contract to 
the lowest 
bidder 
after published 


notice for bids, the law says: 


"Provided that in cases 
of great 


emergency, by the unanimous 
con- 


sent of the whole board, 
they -may 


proceed at once to replace 
and re- 
pair 
any 
and 
all 
bridges 
and 
structures 
without notice." 


Tt willbe seen 
from this that in 


great 
emergencies 
the board 
can 


avoid the 


1delay necessarily 
incurred 


in advertising 
for proposals, 
and 


contract for a structure without re- 
gard to those provisions which are 
intended to safeguard the interests 
of the taxpayers. 
The 
wisdom of 


this law is apparent. 
Where 
a 


bridge constituting the only means 
of communication, is suddenly swept 
away by a flood, or destroyed 
by 


fire or some 
convulsion of nature, 


the demands 
of traffic may require 


that itbe replaced with the utmost 
dispatch. 
The loss from interrupted 


traffic is considered 
of far greater 


importance 
than 
the saving 
that 


might be effected in following the 
usual custom ofcontracting withthe 
lowest bidder, after notice. Itis un- 
fortunate that the board, before 
in- 


vestigation, 
has declared 
this Car- 


bondale 
bridge a case 
of 
great 


emergency. 
We have no hesitation 


in saying that itdoes not meet 
the 


conditions of such an emergency 
at 


all. Tt may be unsafe and dangerous; 
itmay be that the stage 
driver re- 


quires his passengers 
toget out and 


walk across it, as a precautionary 
measure; 
these things, however, 
do 


not make it a "great emergency" 
under the law. Ifthe mere fact of 
its being rotten and unsafe 
brings 
it within the 
"great emergency" 


clause, every bridge that ever has 
been or ever will be reconstructed 
in Amador county might, withequal 
reason, be brought under the opera- 
tion of the same law. 
The provision 


requiring such work to be advertised 
and 
submitted 
to 
competition is 


farcical under such a strained 
con- 


struction, 
for no board of super- 


visors would dream of tearing down 
an old bridge until it has 
become 


unsafe for traffic. 


Inthis Carbondale case it is not- 


claimed 
that the bridge has 
been 


subjected toanything extraordinary. 
Ithas simply rotted under 
ordinary 


influences, and at the close 
of the 


dry season 
it is suddenly 
sprung 


upon the county that a great hurry 
exists for a new bridge, and there is 
no time tocall for bids. 
Why not? 


Simply because 
either some one has 


neglected his business, in failing to 
notice the progress of natural decay 
of the bridge, or else that some 
one 


wants a fat job, and has seized 
the 


great 
emergency 
provision as 
an 


excuse for dispensing with competi- 
tion inorder to get it. 


The Bulgarian brigands 
who are 


holding incaptivity Miss Stone, 
an 


American missionary, demand $100,- 


000 as the price ofher ransom. 
This 


sum is to be paid by November 
8, 


otherwise the captive willbe put to 
death or compelled 
to become 
the 


wifeof one of the brigands. 
That 


is the 
way these 
freebooters 
do 


things in the mountain fastnesses 
of 


Bulgaria. 
The Turkish authorities 


are powerless to stop these outrages. 
There is nothing uncommon in that 
region insuch lawless 
occurrences. 


The fact that has brought this case 
into such startling prominence 
is 


that the captive is an American. 
The government is considering 
the 


propriety of recognizing this brigan- 
dage bypaying the money ransom. 
Itcertainly would be establishing 
a 


bad precedent 
toconcede to the de- 


mands of these outlaws. 
They would 


conclude 
that 
the United 
States 


citizens 
afforded an unusually 
re- 


numerative field for their operations, 
and would naturally push the captive 
and ransom business 
in this direc- 


tion for allitis worth. 
We do not 


know of an instance of a government 
paying the claims of ransom put for- 
ward by the brigands 
of Europe. 


Individuals have been ransomed, but 
by their friends, and not by the gov- 
ernment 
to which they owe allegi- 


ance. 
We believe 
in the United 


States extending its protection to 
the utmost 
of its power to every 


citizen, 
whether 
for business 
or 


pleasure. 
The missionaries 
of our 


various religious denominations 
are 


no doubt doingmuch good in foreign 
fields. 
But it becomes a very seri- 


ous 
question 
whether 
the 
United 


States, or any other government, 
is 


under . any 
obligation 
to get the 


missionaries 
out of 
every 
scrape 


they manage toget into by virture 
of their proselytzing mission. 
Our 


missionaries 
go to make 
war—by 


the noble methods of moral suasion 
and upright livingit is true—upon 
the time-honored 
religious customs 


and creeds of the country to which 
they are accredited. 
They voluntary 


assume this position, moved thereto 
no doubt by the purest humanitarian 
motives. 
They do not represent the 


government in their self-sacrificing 
work, but simply the religious or- 
ganization 
to which they belong, 


and which furnishes them with the 
means 
to pursue 
their work. 
As 


far as the United States is concern- 
ed, all religions are alike. 
If the 


government 
interferes 
at 
all, it 


would be not toprotect the mission- 
ary, but the citizen, and it is a 
debateable point 
whether 
the mis- 


sionary abroad does not by the very 
nature ofhis work, forfeit his citi- 
zen's claim to the protection of his 
government. 
We have naught but 


words of praise 
to say 
concerning 


the noble band of missionaries 
and 


their work for the regeneration 
of 


the world. 
The question is, Is it 


not the place of the religious denomi- 
nations rather than the civil gov- 
ernment, 
toprotect them in their 


work. 
Their work necessarily 
in- 


volves 
an attack 
upon the deep- 


rooted religious prejudices 
of the 


people to whom they are sent. 
The 


Boxer rising inChina last year 
was 


mainly owing to the missionaries, 
and aimed against them. Itis about 
time that the United States 
clearly 


defined its position on the proposi- 
tion of defending missionaries 
who 
happen toget into trouble in foreign 
lauds.
